The Bank of Sierra Madre which was founded in 1907, 
tomorrow will become a part of the statewide system of the 
First Western Bank and Trust Co. 

Shareholders of both banks late last week approved the 
merger. Bank directors and state and federal authorities previ¬ 
ously had authorized the con¬ 
solidation. 

“Our clients,’’ said Thomas 
W. Neale, president of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre, "will 
now have a reservoir of re¬ 
sources of one of the largest 
banks in the nation with fa¬ 
cilities statewide in scope. The 
improved service that will re¬ 
sult from the consolidation will 
be good for Sierra Madre and 
its entire trading area.’’ 

The bank here, which has 
deposits of approximately $6,- 
500,000, will be known as the 
Sierra Madre office of First 
Western and will be staffed 
and managed by the personnel 
now employed. They will re¬ 
tain their seniority after join¬ 
ing First Western. 

J. Arthur Taylor, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Board of First West¬ 
ern, said: 

“We welcome the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre banking organization into 
First Western. We contemplate 
furnishing a valuable service 
to the community and hope to 
share on the continued growth 
of the area.” 

The merger was accomplished 
through an exchange of 17,000 
shares of stock in First West¬ 
ern for 2,000 shares of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre. Money- 
wise, the merger cost First 
Western approximately $S50,- 
000, or $425 a share. 

First Western was founded in 
1868 and today represents a 
consolidation of many banks, 
principally the Central Bank of 
Oakland and the San Francisco 
Bank. 

Consolidation of these two 
banks occurred in 1954 and re¬ 
sulted from a proposal made 
by Transamerica Corp., w T hich 
owned control of the Central 
Bank of Oakland. Later, Trans¬ 
america sold 23 of its smaller 
banks to First Western. This 
transaction, in the fall of 1954, 
provided First Western with 54 
offices in 39 communities. 

The bank tomorrow will have 
76 offices in 59 communities 
and has total resources exceed¬ 
ing $900,000,000. 

Officers of First Western are 
T. P. Coats,. board chairman; 

F. N. Belgrano Jr., chairman 
and president of Transamerica 
Corp., and Henry Verdelin, First 
Western’s president. 

The bank conducts an inte¬ 
grated operation, including a 
trust department, commercial, 
savings, safe deposit vault, in¬ 
stallment credit loans, real es¬ 
tate and business loans of 
every nature.

Population Is 
Put at 8,922, 
1,649 Over’50 


Current population of Sierra 
Madre was placed at 8,922 this 
week by the County Regional 
Planning Commission. 

The figure was included in 
the commission’s quarterly re¬ 
port of population estimates. 
This total compares with 7,273 
established for Sierra Madre 
by the federal census of 1950. 

The number of dwelling units 
estimated for the city is 3,212. 
There were 2,629 dwelling units 
here in 1950. 

Population estimates for oth¬ 
er communities are: Arcadia, 
36,291; Monrovia, 25,788, and 
Pasadena, 117,948. 

The county population is 
now placed at 5,225,320 as of 
April 1. This represents a gain 
of 39,100 county-wide during 
the past three months. 


Voters Must 
Register Here 
By April 12 


The Sierra Madre Republican 
Club this week urged Sierra 
Madreans to register to vote in 
the June 5 state primary elec¬ 
tion by April 12. 

Voters in the 1954 general 
election need not register. 

Voters must register if they 
have changed address since 
last registration; if they have 
changed their names; if they 
did not vote in the primary or 
general elections of 1954; if 
they have come of age in the 
last two years, and if they are 
new residents who have been 
in the state one year and in 
the county 90 days. 

According to Benjamin Hite, 
county registrar of voters, both 
major parties in the county are 
far below their 1954 registra¬ 
tion despite the great increase 
in population.

Past experience 
shows the money would be 
well spent, because wherever 
we have increased protection, 
losses have dropped spectacu¬ 
larly. 

Among those testifying were 
Robert T. Radford, chairman of 
the L. A. County Watershed 
Commission and former mayor 
of Monrovia; Chief Keith E. 
Klinger of the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department, from 
Arcadia; Eugene R. Hoffman 
' of North Hollywood, secretary 
of the Watershed Commission, 
and Whitford B. Carter of Lan¬ 
caster, testifying for the Water¬ 
shed-Fire Council of Southern 
California. 

* * * 

SHAMROCKS blossomed in 
the buttonholes of House and 
Senate members last week as 
Prime Minister John A. Costello 
of Ireland visited Washington 
and addressed a joint session 
of Congress. His address was 
stayed long enough to take 
part in St. Patrick’s Day fes¬ 
tivities. 

Costello was the third chief 
of state to visit the capital this 
year, following Prime Minister 
Anthony Eden of Britain and 
President Giovanni Gronchi of 
Italy. 

These visits accomplish more 
than would seem on the sur¬ 
face. They allow our lawmak¬ 
ers to see this country through 
foreign eyes, and often the 
view is revealing. 

* * * 

EX PRESIDENT HOOVER 

made one of his rare speeches 
here in telling a U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce group what must 
be done to out waste and in¬ 
efficiency in government. He 
hit hard for adoption of recom¬ 
mendations of the Hoover Bi¬ 
partisan Commission. 

Many, bills have been intro¬ 
duced by both parties to cut 
government spending. I have 12 
measures under consideration 
and testified on one of them 
this past week. But it will be 
a tough battle to get all of the 
recommendations adopted. 

The attitude among many 
Congressmen is: “Let’s wait. 
Let’s not stir up friction during 
election year by cutting down 
on department costs.” 

I disagree. The time to save 
is now. Our ancestors left us 
no staggering debts and it isn’t 
fair for us to expect our chil¬ 
dren to pay for today’s squan¬ 
dering. 


THE SENATE has been work 
ing late almost every night. 
President Eisenhower’s farm 
proposals have been chewed 
and digested. All through the 
week the Democrats have tried 
to tie crippling amendments to 
the bill in an effort to stall it 
or force a veto. 

Strategy has been evident 
throughout the long debate. It 
the Democratic majority can 
force the President to veto, they 
can claim the Republicans 
really don’t want to help the 
farmer. 

The GOP minority, however, 
has formed an alliance with 
many in the Democrat ranks 
to push through most of the 
major farm proposals, most of 
them by close votes. 

Vice-President Nixon had to 
break a tie when a roll call 
showed 45-45 for flexible sub¬ 
sidies on milling wheat. It was 
the first time Nixon had used 
his voting power in 2Vz years. 
His vote preserved the flexible 
props in the Administration 
plan.
